The wainscot in the Sales Office is 10” x 10” units, 1” thick installed against the 
plastered wall. 

The wainscot cap is executed in gold, black, brown and mottled blue-green. 
The counters are of terra cotta, finished to match the wainscot, with inlaid 
ornamented polychrome panels in rich ceramic colors.
